ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION SUCCESS 


The final phase of our Seventy-fifth Anniversary Celebration, a town celebration at the fifth annual Fall Festival on October 
21, 1989, was a great success. Nineteen photographs of the business district circa 1914 from the Society’s collection were enlarged 
and displayed in store windows along Kings Highway. Our thanks to Mr. & Mrs. William Carley of the House of Frames for 
graciously donating their time and their talent, as well as the materials to mount the 11” x 14” photographs. A commemorative 
edition of the front page of the October 29, 1914 issue of THE TRIBUNE which featured an article about the organization 
of an historical society in Haddonfield was distributed free to shoppers. Articles about the special events planned for Fall Festival 
appeared on the reverse side of the newspaper. These projects were funded by a grant from the Camden County Cultural and 
Heritage Commission through the County Block Grant Program of the New Jersey Historical Commission/ Department of State. 

Visitors on Fall Festival Saturday were treated to a living history program written and directed by Richard Whelan of the 
Garrick Society of the Haddonfield Plays and Players. Two of the Society’s founding members, James Lane Pennypacker, portrayed 
by John Bravo, and Samuel Nicholson Rhoads, portrayed by Scott Lewis, welcomed visitors at Greenfield Hall in the morning, 
and strolled down Kings Highway to speak with shoppers in the afternoon. They did an outstanding job. We certainly appreciate 
the time they devoted to prepare for these performances. Greenfield Hall was open on Saturday for tours thanks to Caroline 
Moody and those who helped her. Approximately seventy-five visitors were given tours. A scavenger hunt organized and run 
by Jeanette Woehr and Connie Reeves on Saturday afternoon was also a huge success. 

During the month of October a special exhibit was featured at the Haddonfield Public Library. A unique collection of artifacts 
and photographs from the Society’s collection were assembled as a tribute to the individuals who were responsible for the founding 
of the Society in Haddonfield in 1914. Featured in the exhibit were a set of photographs of the pageant of Haddonfield history 
performed to commemorate the “Two Hundredth Anniversary of the Settlement of Haddonfield” on October 18, 1913. Thanks 
to Jeanette Woehr for assembling and installing the exhibit. 

On Friday night, October 20, 1989, approximately 130 guests gathered at the Markeim Arts Center for the opening reception 
of the Diamond Jubilee Hometown Retrospective: Local Artists of the Early Twentieth Century. Featuring over seventy works 
by nine local artists: Raymond Bancroft, Thomas Bancroft, Maurice Bower, Frank Fithian, Hannah Cutler Groves, Alfred Haywood, 
Adelaide McConnell, Emlen McConnell and Raphael Senseman; the exhibit was open for one week. The project was a joint 
venture of the Historical Society and the Markeim Art Center. Our thanks to Karen Rockhill, the Center Director; to the Center’s 
Board for working with us to produce this history-making event; to Chris Zmijewski who hung the exhibit and to all the collectors 
who loaned the works of art that others could appreciate the art work and their artists. Funding was made possible by the New 
Jersey State Council on the Arts/ Department of State through the Camden County Cultural and Heritage Commission, the designated 
arts agency of Camden County. Additional funds from Commerce Bank made it possible to print the 32 page exhibit catalog. 
Local senior citizen groups visited the show during the week. 

In September the Society held a reception to officially release its latest publication, LOST HADDONFIELD. Sales of the 
book during the afternoon were fabulous. A continuous line of both members and guests waited patiently to have their copy 
of the book signed by our authors, Doug Rauschenberger and Kathy Tassini. The afternoon began with a short unveiling ceremony 
and a toast to the two authors. They were also presented with a small token of the Society’s appreciation for their fine work. 
The afternoon’s delicious refreshments were provided by our hospitality chairman, Cathy Chesbro.
